Washington, Jan. 6.—Washington, representing the nation at large, gave 
solemn and earnest expression today to’ the country's regret of the death of 
Theodore Roosevelt, and its admiration for his character and achievements. 


Flags on every government building throughout the United States and at 
every army post and on every naval vessel wer ordered placed at half-mast. 
The senate and house adjourned after eulogies of the former president had 
been delivered by both republicans and democrats, and committees had been 
appointed to attend his funeral, and the supreme court took unprecedented 
action in adjourning without the transaction of any business. 


Formal tributes were paid Col. Roosevelt by government officials, mem- 


bers of congress and cabinet officers. 
news by the executive officers of the White House. 


President Wilson was cabled the. 
Many touching state- 


ments of personal grief were made by men and women who had been asso- 
ciated closely with the former president during his life in Washington, 
particularly the seven years of his residence in the White House, and mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps expressed the admiration which the peoples in 


foreign lands held for him.

A JUDICIAL DEFINITION 
OF ALLEGIANCE 


: In the New York Outlook, of Sep- 
tember 18th, 1918, the following ac- 
‘count was published .of the proceed- 
ings of the North Dakota -Court, 
which go fully and accurately repre- 
sents the conditions - analagous.. to 
those in. Canada, that we take the 
liberty of publishing it here, with 
the editor’s explanation. . 

(The. Rev. J. Fontana,.pastor of 
the German Evangelical Church, New 
Salem, North Dakota, was recently 
tried at Bismarck, in that State. He 
was charged with having uttered 
from time to time seditious language 
for the purpose.of interfering ‘with 
the military authorities of the Gov- 
ernment. The presiding judge was 
Charles F. Armidon,.of the United 
Stateg district court, District of North 
Dakota. The jury returned a verdict 
of guilty against Mr. Fontana on 
August 15th. United States Attorn- 
ey Hildreth moved for sentence on 
August 19. In passing sentence, 
Judge Amidon said in part what fol- 
lows.—Thg Editors.) 

You received your final papers as 
a citizen in 1898. By the oath you 
then took you renounced and adjured 
all allegiance to Germany and to the 
Emperor of Germany, and swore that 
you would bear true faith and alleg- 
iance to the United States. What 
did that mean? That you would set 
about earnestly growing an American 
soul and put away your German soul. 
That is what your oath of allegiance 
meant. Have you done that? I do 
not think you have. You have cher- 
ished everything German, prayed 
German, read German, sung German. 
Every thought of your mind and ev- 
ery motion of your heart through all 
these years has been German. Your 
body has been in America, but your 
life has been in Germany. If you 
were set down in Prussia today, you 
would be in harmony with your en- 
vironment. It would fit you just as 
a flower fits the leaf and stem of the 
plant on which it grows. You have 
influenced others who have been un- 
der your ministry to do the same 
thing. You said you would cease to 
cherish your German soul. That 
meant that you would begin the 
study of American life and history, 
that you would open your mind and 
heart to all its influences, that you 
would try to understand its ideals 
and purposes and love them, that 
you would try to build up inside 
yourself a whole group of feelings 
for the United States the same as 
you felt towards the fatherland when 
you left Germany. There have been 
a good many Germans before me in 
the last month. It has been an im- 
pressive part of the trial. They have 
lived in this country, like yourself, 
ten, twenty, thirty, forty years; and 
they had to give their evidence 
through an interpreter. And as I 
looked at them and tried as best I 
could to understand them, there was 
written all over every one of them, 
“Made in Germany.” American life 
had not dimmed that mark in the 
least. It stood there as bright and 
fresh as the inscription upon a new 
coin. I do not blame you and these 
men alone. I blame myself. I blame 
my country. We urged you to come. 
We welcomed you; we gave you op- 
portunity; we gave you land; we 
conferred upon you the diadem of 
‘American citizenship—and then we 
left you. We paid no attention to 
what you were doing. 

And now the world war hag thrown 
a searchlight updn our national life, 
and what have we discovered? We 
find all over these United States, in 
groups, littlé’ Germanys, little Italys, 
little Austrias, little Norways, little 
Russias, These foreign people have 
thrown a circle around themselves, 
and, instead of keeping the oath they 
took that they would try to grow 
American souls iaside of them, they 
have studiously striven to exclude 
everything American and-to cherish 
everything foreign. A clever gen- 
tleman wrote a romance called, 
“America, the Melting Pot.” It ap- 
pealed to our vanity, and through all 
‘these years we have been seeing 
romance instead of fact. That is the 
awful truth., The figure of my coun- 
try stands beside you today. It says 
to me: Do not blame this man alone, 
I am partly to blame. Punish him 
for his offence, but let him know 
that I see things in a new light, that 
a new era has come. Punish him to 
teach him, and the like of him, that 
a change has come; that there must 
be an interpretation anew of the oath 
of allegiance. It has been in the 
past nothing but a formula of words. 
From thig time on it must be trans- 
lated into living characters incarn- 
ate in the life of every foreigner 
who has his dwelling place in our 
midst. If they have been cherishing 
foreign history, foreign ideals, for- 
eign loyalty, it must be stopped, and 
they must begin at once, all over 
again, to cherish American thought, 
American history, American ideals. 
That means something that ig to be 
done in your daily life. It does not 
mean simply that you will not take 
up arms against the United States. 
It goes deeper far than that. It 
meang that you will live for the 
United States and that you will cher- 
ish and grow American souls inside 
of you. It means that you will take 
down from the walls of your homes 
the picture of the Kaiser and put up 
the picture of Washington; that you 
will begin to sing American songs; 
that you will begin earnestly to 
study American history; that you 
will begin to open your lives through 
every avenue to the influence of 
American life. It means that you 
will begin first of all to learn English 
the language of this country, so that 
there may be a door into your souls 
through which American life may 
enter. 

T am not so simple as to entertain 
the idea that racial habits and quali- 
ties can be put aside by the will in 
a day, in a year, in a generation; but 
because that is difficult {is all the 


qign life. If half of the “effort: had] °

our situation: would ‘have been entire- 
ly different from what it is. today. 
You have violated your oath in this: 
you have cherished foreign -ideals 
and ‘tried:-to make «them: everlasting. 
That is the basic wrong of. . these 
thousandg of little islands of foreign- 
ers that have been formed 7through 
our whole. limits, that, instead .of 
trying to remove the: foreign life out 
of their souls and to’ build up ‘an 
American life in them, they | have 
striven studiously from year to year 
to stifle American life’ and to make 
foreigners perpetual. That ig  dis- 
loyalty. And the object, one ‘of the 
big objects of this serious proceed- 
ing in thig court and other like pro- 
ceedings in other courts, is to give 
notice that that must be stopped. 

I have seen before my eyes anoth- 
er day of judgment. When we get 
through with this war, and civil lib- 
erty is made safe once more upon 
this earth, there is going to be a day 
of judgment in these United States. 
Foreign-born citizens and the insti- 
tutions which have. cherished for- 
eignness are going to be brought to 
the judgment bar of this Republic. 
That day of judgment looks more. to 
me today likg the great Day of Judg- 
ment than anything that I have 
thought of for many yearr. There 
is going to be a separation on that 
day of the shecp fiom we goats. 
Every institution thut has been en- 
gaged in this business of making 
foreigners perpetual e in the United 
States will have to change or cease 
That is going to cut deep, but it is 
coming. 

I recognize the right of foreign- 
born citizens to hear their religicn, 
if they cannot understand it in Eng- 
lish, spoken to them in the tongue 
that they can understand. if they 
have not yet acquired enough Eng: 
lish to read, they are entitled to have 
@ paper that shall speak to them the 
language that they understand. I 
cannot go further than that. And 
this is the capital thing that ig go- 
ing to be settled on that doy of 
judgment, namely, that the right to 
these things is only temporary, and 
it cannot be enjoyed by anybody who 
is not willing to regard it as tem- 
porary and to set about earnesily 
making the time-of that enjoyment 
as short us possible That means w 
fundamental revision of these for- 
eign churches. No freedom of the 
press will protect a perpetual for- 
eign press in these United States. 
It won’t protect any press or any 
church which, while it is trying to 
meet a temporary need, does not sct 
itself earnestly about the businesg of 
making that temporary _ situation 
just as temporary as possible, and 
not making it, as has been true in the 
past, just- as near perpetual ag _pas- 
sible. Men who are not willing to 
do that will have to chonse. If they 
prefer to.cherish foreign ideals, they 
will have to go to their own. If it is 
necessary, we will cancel every cer- 
tificate of citizenship in these United 
States. The Federal Government 
has power to deal with that subject 
and it is going to deal with it. Noth- 
ing else than that surely can be 
possible. And the object of the sen- 
tence which ‘I pronounce upon you 
today ig not alone to punish you for 
the disloyalty of which you have 
been guilty, but to serve notice upon 
you, and the like of you, and al) of 
‘the groups of people in this district 
who have been cherishing foreign- 
ness, that the end of that regime has 
come. It is a call to every one of 
you to set about earnestly the grow- 
ing of an American soul inside of 
you. a 

The Court finds and adjudgeg that 
you are guilty under each count of 
the indictment, and ag a punishment 
therefor it is further adjudged that 
you be imprisoned in the Federal 
Penitentiary at Leavenworth for the 
term of three years. The sentences 
under the three counts of the in- 
dictment to run concurrently.

The recapture of Kadish gives the 
allied troops a good winter position 
in the blockhouses they have built. ! 
Since the retirement from the town! 
early in November, the troops on this | 
sector had had virtually no shelter, | 
the front line being unable to build 
fires for fear of the artillery and 
snipers on the opposite bank of the 
narrow Emtsa river.

(Experimental Farms Note) 

All mammals, when in proper en- 
vironment and under normal condi- 
tions, naturally take on flesh during 
pregnancy, .the reserve being used in 
milk production when the young is 
born. As we expect a dairy cow t 
give ‘much. more milk than her calf | 
requires, it is- only reasonable that | 
she should be in extra good condition 
of flesh at ‘calving time. A ane 
consideration is the procuring  of| 
strong, well-nourished calves which 
cannot be expected from poorly 
nourished cows. Grain feed during 
the dry period hag been found to give 
greater returns than the same 
amount of grain. feed after calving, 
these- returns being in the form of a 
more vigorous calf and_ increased 
milk production. To have the cows 
(in proper condition ‘of flesh, ong of 
the first requisites ig to give them 
sufficient rest between lactation per- 
iods. The cow that ig milked up to 
within two or three ,weeks of calvy- 
ing may pilé up quite a record for 
that year but she will surely fall off 
in the next lactation period. Each 
cow should have from six to eight 
weeks of a rest ‘period. 

The feeding of the cow during this 
period will depend upon her condition! 
when dried off. If she is in good 
condition of flesh, 
more than a maintenance ration is 
necessary, but the feeder 
watch that she does not 
thrifty , condition. 


should 
lose her 
If she has become 
thin and run down, then a liberal 
ration should be allowed. The char: 
acter of. the ration-need not differ 
materfally from™that,fed to the milch 
cows. Pasture, ‘supplemetited by  sil- 
age or soiling crops in summer and 
roots or silage and legume hay in 
winter should be sufficient for the 
cow in good condition. Those in 
poorer condition should receive grain 
in addition up to six or seven pounds 
per day if necessary. It ig impor- 
tant at ‘all times that dairy cows 
receive a laxative ration, but partic- 
ularly so just at calving time. To 
this end, the grain ration should con- 
sist of such laxative feeds as wheat 
bran and _ oilcake, 
either ground oats, barley or corn, 
preferably the former, in equal

SPANISH OPINION OF THE 'FLU. 


A Salamanca physician, Dr, Mal- 


donado, has after several weeks’ re-| 


search, succeeded in’ isolating what 
he believes to be the specific mi- 
crobe of the so-called Spanish influ- 
enza, which continues ta spread 
through the country with dévastating 
results, 

Contrary ‘to the usual belief, thig 
germ ig not the Pfeiffer. baccillus, 
but one approximating in character 
to that of the bubonic plague. If thig 
theory which has been extensively 
examined -by the epidemological sec. 
tion of the National Institute of Hy- 
giene, ig confirmed, it would explain 
the extremely severe, and, in many 
cases, rapid fatal symptoms of the 
epidemic. The morphology and col- 
oration of the cultures of the new 
baccillus arg almost identical with 
that of the bubonic plague, but its 
difference is -proved,-according to Dr 
Maldonado’s theory, by its failure in 
pathogenic action on animals of 
known susceptibility to the bubonic 
plague. 

Other authorities here incline to 
the opinion that there are two epi. 
demics—one of ordinary influenza 
and the other thig. far more serious 
disease which hag the symptoms. of 
septic pneumonia, and _ frequently 
proves fatal in twelve hours.

time for. That’s tax enforcement. 
There are old and tried citizens of 
this city who will be ruined if they 
are compelled to pay their taxes 
now. It is the duty of the city to 
help them out if possible. Mr. Wel-

' ONE YEAR OF COALITION.

Sir Thomas White’s statement of 
the record of the Union Government 
after one year of office is neither 
grandiloquent nor exaggerated, says 
the Manitoba -Free Press. It is, na- 
turally enough, an ex parte state- 
ment. Critics will find plenty’ of 
texts for reflection upon the advis- 
ability or efficacy of many of the 
expediencies of war time. But no 
fair minded elector will be able to 
say that the Government has failed 
to carry out substantially any of the 
essential purposes for which it was 
elected. Still less can anyone paint 
to an alternative administration 
which would have succeeded in doing 
so much ag the Union ministry has 
accomplished. 

The real test of the success of the 
Government igs to be found in the 
maintenance of the fighting forces of 
this country in an effective condition 
and at full numerical strength. The 
enforcement of the Military Service 
Act after it had been abundantly 
shown that no party government 
could hope to satisfy the require- 
ments of the case has been achieved 
with a greater measure of justice 
than might have been thought possi- 
ble in view of the peculiar circum- 
stances which existed a year ago. 
For those circumstances the respons- 
sibility has been fixed; the people of 
Canada many not always resent as 
-. keenly ag they did last year the re- 
calcitrant attitude of some leaders 
and some politicians of both parties 
who placed the fortunes of them- 
selves and their parties above the na- 
tional considerations which necessi- 
tated Union. But they will stop 
short of entrusting the Government 
of this country in the future to those 
who failed to measure up to the re- 
quirements of a_ situation which 
threatened it with disgrace in the 
eyes of its Allies. 

In many respects critics may fair- 
ly be made of particular acts and 
policies of the Union Government in 
itg year of office. But perfection was 
unattainable by a government neces- 
sarily committed to the course of 
comprcmise, of making the best of a 
bad job, and of extracting from con- 
ditions which were desperate some 
measure of order and achievement. 
Bearing this fact in mind it would be

UNREPENTANT GERMANY. 


The London Times says: “The 
majority of articulate Germans alto- 
gether refuse to confess that Ger- 
many had been guilty of any particu- 
lar crime, either in provoking the 
war or in her conduct of it. They 
deny that she has been d@feated and 
represent her ag the innocent victim 
of unheard of prosecution since the 
conclusion of the armistice. The 
mass of the German people were in 
fact accomplices in the crimes of 
militarism. They were its accom- 
plices because they approved its 
endg and had no remorse as to the 
use of its, most inhuman means. They 
hounded on the former Emperor, his 
generals and statesmen until defeat 
fell upon them. They would do bet- 
ter to confess the truth. They mere- 
ly add to their turpitude in the eyes 
of the demécracies by trying to shel- 
ter themselves under the shameful 
plea that the great German people 
did not know the crimes of the rulers, 
or, knowing these crimes, were too 
craven not to applaud them.”

GERMANS DELIBERATELY EN-- 
COURAGE BOLSHEVIKI. 


Warsaw, Jan. 3-—The fate of the 
province of Vilna is trembling in the 
balance. Bolsheviki agents are 
spreading their propaganda through- 
out the province, the northeastern 
part of which ig under soviet rule. 
Bands of robbers and tramps, ad- 
vance guards of the Bolsheviki regu- 
lar troops and refugees are coming 
into Vilna. 

The Germans apparently are mak- 
ing no effort to restore order in the 
city, although they have 5,000 troops 
there. 

A Polish committee called upon 
Col. Werner, in command of the Ger- 
mans, and requested arms for Poles 
and others, so that they might defend 
the city against the Bolsheviki. Col. 
Werner replied: 

“Berlin has given ug orders to the 
contrary. We wouldn't be a monkey 
to draw the chestnuts out of the fire 
for the English. [ am sorry for your 
wives, daughters, and children, but 
this country must be destroyed.” 

The Poleshaveorganized the young 
men for the defense of the city. The 
correspondent has seen a copy of the 
letters which have passed between 
the Polish committees and the Ger- 
mans, regarding the defense of Vil- 
na. The Germans declare that they 
intend to turn over the city to the 


London, Jan. 3—A _ long _aarticle 
written by a member of the Allied 
naval commission in German waters 
on the subject of food conditions in 
North Germany is published by the 
Timeg today. The writer is careful 
to point out that he deals only with 
what various members of the commis- 
sion saw with their own eyes, and 
that he ignores hearsay evidence re- 
garding other parts of Germany.

“right,” should lead us also to ask 
ourselves very earnestly, “Do we

Gathering the salt ig trying work, 
on account of the. great heat and the 
dazzling reflection, and it is often 
necessary for the workers to wear 
colored glasses to protect their eyes. 

After the loose salt hag been col- 
lected from the surface a plough is 
run over it, when another harvest of 
the valuable material can be reaped. 

The yield of salt from this-strange 
lake amountg to several thousands 
of tons per year, and it igs amongst 
the finest obtainable.-The lake is 
several square miles in area and is 
naturally a very valuable property.
